NEW ORLEANS — Here's another 
reason to hale Monday.s: The risk of a heart 
attack may be as much a.s 50 percent 
greater than on any other day. 

Not su^risingly. though, this discovery 
only applies to people who work. 

Researchers from Germany' studied 
nearly 6,000 heart attacks to come to the 
conclusion that Mondays arc even worse 
than people thought. 

"It must have something to do with 
going from being a couch potato to a 
working person. Maybe we, should all coll 
in sick on Monday,” commented Dr. 
Robert Zoblc of the University of South 
Florida. 

The. findings, though, have a serious 
side. For several years, researchers have 
been studying when heart attacks occur, 
because this can provide clues about

WASHINGTON — Many parcm.s 
stop reading to tlicif children after they 
reach 8 or 9, and hou^s watching 
television soon begin to outdistance 
those spent with books. .say.s n study 
released Monday by a teachers* union. 

“Clearly, there arc some things wc’rc 
not doing right," said Albert Sliankcr, 
presidcrit of the American Federation of 
Teachers. “Kids have to get an idea of 
the great stuff they’re missing. We can’t 
do.it'withoul parents.’’ 


Researchers found that 52 percent of 
parents read daily to their children under 
age 8. but only 13 percent of those witli 
children aged 9-14 read to tlicir children 
every dny. 

Some 42 percent of parents with 
children under 10 said tlieir children 
read more than they wulclied television, 
compared to 34 percent who watched 
TV more. 

But among 1 1 -to- 14-year-olds. 46 
percent spent more time watching 
television to 27 percent wlio read more 
of the time.

During this time, 5.596 attacks occurred. 
The researchers found that among working 
people. Mondays were especially 
iuizardous, accounting for 18 percent of all 
heart attacks. Sunday was the safest with 
12 percent of all heart attacks, or 50 percent 
less than on Mondays. 

Mondays' risk was 40 percent higher 
overall compared with the rest of the week, 
the re.scnrchcTS said. 

The second-riskiest day was Thursday, 
followed^ by Saturday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Friday.

Tuberculosis is easily spread — 
often through a sneeze or a cough — 
and until recently has been easily 

— cured-with-enlibiotics. 

Scientists attending the opening of 
the World Congress on Tuberculosis 
, worried, though, about new strains 
that resist traditional drug therapy 
and the swiftness with which the 
disease can kill people already 
infected with HIV, the virus that . 
causes AIDS. “The return of this old 
scourge has created considerable 
' anxiety, pdhicularly in those health 
professionals who have not seen it 
before and in the general public," Dr. 
David Rogers told the .hundreds of 
. scientists. "Thcre'is no question that 
wc have a large problem on our 
hands,” 

• As many as 15 million Americans 
are infected with, tube'rculosis but in 
almost all the disease lieli dormant, 
held in check by the, body's immune 
system. 

If the immune system is weakened. ■' 
as it is in a person carrying the HIV . 
virus, .sickness can develop either 
from a long-held tuberculosis in- 
fection or from one recently acquired. 

• Among such people, the disease can 
be fatal in a matter of weeks. 

“Estimates of the chances of HIV- 
. positive individuals acquiring or 
reactivating tuberculosis run from 
^.sixfold to. 5.00-fold that of HIV- 
negative persons," said Rogers, a 
professor of medicine at Cornell 
■ University and the vice chairman of 
the National Commission on AIDS. 

Rogers said better screening 
methods arc needed to detect , 
_iubcrculosis..along_wiih.dcycloping_/_ 
- inexpensive drugs to fight the more 
rcccnl strains.

not want the bloc to yield to the 
American demands. 

Washington lias threatened to 
impose S300 million in punitive 
tnrilTs on Fiencli white wines and 
other EC products if no deal is 
readied by Dec. 5. That has raised 
fears of a trade war that could 
further weaken the economies on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

Earlier Monday. French 


diplomats released a document 
they said showed EC negotiators 
would, go beyond agreed-upon EC 
subsidy cuts and let chunks. of 
fapn land be idled.

Toniglil is the Magic Valley's ^'liance 
to remimi federal ofllcials that storing 
nuclear waste above our water source is 
u bad idea. 

Let's make sure they get the message. 

.The federal linergy Dcpartliicnt is' 
-beginning. an environmental review of 
cleanup and waste management at the 
Idaho National, iingineering Laboratory. 
Tonight's ''scoping hearing" will accept 
public comment on what that review 
should cover ^ 

■ What the feds most need to hear is tine 
basic point: Stop bringing nuclear waste 
to Idaho. 

INLL sits atop the Snake River Plain 
A quifer , the water source that suppotis 


this area's economy. It's in this valley': 
economic and social interest to see 
c.xisting nuclear waste at INliL cleaned 
up. not added to. 

Yet adding to the waste is exactly what 
the federal government is doing, most 
notably in the fomi of spent fuel from 
naval rc;ictors. 

This is a eoinplicated issue with many 
sides, Nuclear-powered vessels are an 
important part of the nation's defense, 
and. a place to store spent fuel is an 
unavoidable necessity, 

• But not over our aquifer. 

When federal officials talk about 
bringing spent fuel (naval and uthersvisc) 
to lNl:L,.they imply that storage here is a

Give the gay comniunitydedit, said Magic . 
Johnson last week on CNN's Lany King Live: 
Gays have done an atiminiblc job of slowing the 
spread of AIDS. The question we now face i.s; 
When arc heterosexuals going to gel smart? 

The answer - to judgi; from a*suidy in the 
current issue of Science - is: Noaime soon, The 
survey's most ominous nfidirig is lliul 70 
percent of heterosexuals who have a panner 
they izwtvis at risk of having HIV never u.se 
condoms. These higli-risk piinners include 
people who have injected drugs, people who got 
blood transfusions between 1978 and 1985 and 
people who aren’t monogamous. 

It’s hard to imagine worse news. Between 
1988 and 1991, the number of hclerosexually 
transmitted AIDS cases rose 33 percent in New 
York State. And it's siill climbing — in 
particular among minority women. Although 
health ofiicials can point to some progress from 
school programs and other educational elTons, 
they’re clearly losing ground among 
heterosexuals. It’s hard to say exactly how • 
much because of the 10-ycar latency period for 
AIDS. We may not discover the full price of 
today’s high-risk behavior for anolher'decade. 
By then, the cost could be off the chans.

"I feel as if a 
burden has been liRcd off my shoulders,” 
he said, explaining that for 12 years he 
had winced nt.thc repeated Republican 
uscoftheCartcradmiriistrution’s •; 
economic woes as a warning of what 
would happen if voters elected another 
Democrat to the presidency. 

"I felt," Eizcnsiat said, "that we had left 
u crippling legacy to our party and now 
Clinton has finally exorcised that devil." 

As I toured the college lecture circuit 
last week, the Clinton-Carter comparison 
came up again and again.

Discoyery of drowned hunter’s 
body ebds 16-day vigil by family

GLENNS FERRY - - A family’s !6-day ordeal finally aided 
Monday morning when the body of IR-year-oId Dan Ackley Jr. 
was pulled from the Snake River. 

Ackley’s body was sighted about 7:40 a.m.. Just a few yards 
from where he disappeared more than two weeks ago while 
duck hunting. 

Elmore County law enrorcement officers had- said that 
Ackley’s body was probably trapped in one of the 40- to 60- 
fool sinkholes in the river and was held there for- 16 days by the 
j extreme pressure of the water. 

A combination of a change in witter pressure from the Bliss 
Dam oy^r the weekend and an increase in body gassc.s 
probably brought the body to the surface, law cnforccmchi 
,, pfTiciuls said. 

Dan Ackicy Sr., who came from his home in Washington 
state the day his son disappeared -ind camped at the river's 
-cdgeduy.and-PighLfor.morg.ihan.Lwo.weeks..saiil.ibc.body.w^- 
spotTcd near one of the camps early Monday morning by family 
members on watch. 

"Tliey saw him right there nt the rapids where we thought 
he’d come up.” Ackley Sr. said, “nicy called me over and by 
the time 1 got there, (Elmore County Deputy SlierifT) Jim 
Gludt had pulled him out." 

Gluch said Monday that he found the body about four mile.s 
dowastream from where it was Hrst spotted. 

”1 was just putting my boat in at King Mill when I got {he call 
that till' hoy's stepfather had seen the body go through the 
rapids at his camp," Gluch said. 

Gluch .said he look a personal interc-st in the ca.se from the 
beginning. He lost three friends to the river several years ago. 
and the memory still haunts him. 

He said he wanted Dan Jr.’s family to know be was doing 
everything he could. ' 

"1 just felt bad for the’ family.”, Gluch .said. “I nccded.io do

that pain a little bit. It’s 
hard to imagine how hard 
it was for the family.” 

Gluch .spent every day 
of the watch on the river, 
motoring up and down a 
mile-long stretch of river 
where the body was 
expected to eventually 
rise, stopping only long 
enough, to grab a 
sandwich from the lent 
where volunteers had set 
up a makesluR kitchen. 

The retrieval of the 
body ended a 16-day vigil 
by family and friends of 

Aekley, a re.sidcnt of 

Boi.se-and-un-lduhu-Air- 

Guard trainee. His mother and stepfather, Sandra and John 
Overton. Ackicy Sr. and more than two dozen volunteers, 
including every member of Overton's Boisc-based Army 
Reserve Unit, kept a 24-hour watch over the river, using 
gcncrator-powcrcd spotlights at night and boat patrols during 
the daylight hours. 

The two camps were dismantled Monday morning as the 
fatiiily accuiiipaiiied the body to Mountain Hume. The body 
will be taken to Boise on Tuesday and the funeral is scheduled 
for Tliursduy afternoon in Boise. 

Ackley Sr. said the family was relieved that Dan Jr.’s body 
was found. 

“Right now, we're Just glad it’s over." Ackley Sr. said from 
his mothers home in Bliss. 'The people who came out and 
helped were really great. I want them all to know how much 
we appreciate everything they ilid for us.”

At Parametrix, an investigation 
backed up the initial report and SPA 
got a search warrant, Beruk said. 

President Wait Dalrymple .says the 
company now does a quarterly 
inventory of each computer. Once a 
year the firm brings in an 
independent company lo'chcck for 
unauthorized programs. 

Softlifting, Dulrymple said, can be 
an easy tangle to get into. "Our 
company had had extremely rapid , 
growth coupled with similar growth- 
in the number of computers wc use,” 
-ho said. 'AVc had no policy-regarding — 
the use of our software and simply 
didn't control what was happening."
